Hugh Shea, promoter of the 7 Mile 
National Championship motorcycle race, 
has instructed the AMA to cancel his 
sponsorship of this race. It was sched- 
uled to be held in Wichita, Kansas at 
the Air CapitolRaceway Park on Sep- 
tember 4th, but due to a recent court 
injunction prohibiting race contests 
with noisy vehicles it has been neces- 
sary to cancel this track location.

HELLS ANGELS SPIKE HELMET LAW PASSING (oot 


Room 5007 in the Senate Office Building where the hearing was to take 
place was jampacked this afternoon. An overflow of spectators crowded the 
wide hall outside. We found a seat in front and surveyed the room in search 
of a friendly face. The only one there we knew was Yamaha's Jimmy Jingu, 
who happened to be in the capital on other business. 

There was Ralph Sonny Barger, spokesman for the H.A.'s, sitting in the 
back of the room with his legal counsel. Some of Barger's cohorts strutted 
and lurked outside. 

Everyone knew why the H.A's objected to the danger law. 

*We don't see why us guys, who're expert motorcycle riders, I don't see 
why we should have to wear helmets," Barger said the week before at the 
e id and on tv, *just because some kid riders fall on their heads and get 

urt.” 


Barefooted But Helmeted 

Barger’s defiance and the AMA’s defensive arguments had succeeded in 
getting the only sensible equipment legislation, the footwear provision, strick- 
en from Foran's bill. The AMA claims and deserves part credit for that stupid 
amendment. Now the AMA has given up and gone back to Worthington, Ohio, 
leaving our fate in the hands of the senators, while Barger continues to make 
the legislature look foolish. 

The senate Transportation Committee assembled and after some routine 
business the Chairman, Senator Collier, interrupted to read a letter he had 
received. The writer of the *public opinion" letter called the senator and his 
colleagues every kind of imbecile and suggested they seek treatment for 
“diarrhea of the mouth." 

“That is not the way to influence legislation in your favor,” Senator 
Collier said, drawing a laugh from the gallery. Then he called for the reading 
of A.B. 978, the controversial motorcycle danger bill (see Cycle News last 
week, page 5). 

After the reading, the bill’s author, Assemblyman Foran, explained why 
California had to pass such a law: “If we have special licenses and compul- 
sory helmets for motorcycle riders, the Federal Transportation Dept. will give 
us 35 million dollars.” If we don’t, they won’t. It was as simple as that. 

Chairman Collier called for opposition to be heard. A fellow Sprang to 
his feet and identified himself as a dealer from Stockton. In confused and 
highly emotional testimony he told the committee it was “no use” passing 
laws to make motorcycle riding safer. “No two bikes are alike,” he told them. 
Then it was your publisher’s turn to speak. 

I asked the senators if they were aware that California is one of the few 
states that already has a special license for motorcycles, which allows a 
citizen to operate a cycle, but not to drive a car. Senator Collier called up a 
man from the Dept. of Motor Vehicles and asked if this was true. The DMV 
man verified my statement. 


“Bicycle to Motorcycle to Car” 

I then urged that California be the first state to pass realistic laws to 
regulate motorcycle safety. I suggested that A.B. 978 be amended to allow a 
person to ridea motorcycle with a learner’s permit as long as another licensed 
rider accompanied the learner on another motorcycle." This is the established 
way of safely teaching people to operate a motorcycle on the public roads," 
I said. There was no comment from the committee, so I continued. 

“Requiring a person to master automobile skills before letting, him oper 
ate a motorcycle is like putting the cart before the horse. The logical transi- 
tion is from bicycle to motorbike to car," I said. “I urge that the committee 
consider striking the car-before-the-bike paragraph from the motorcycle license 
requirements.” 

“As for the compulsory helmet part, I realize that California needs the 
35 million dollars and so I suppose there is no way to strike out that provi- 
sion. But there is no precedent anywhere in vehicle law requiring any safety 
equipment to be worn on the driver’s person. Compulsory helmet laws are 
being contested at this moment in two other states on constitutional grounds. 
Iurge that the committee delay passage of this bill until the outcome of those 
cases is decided.” 
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“And finally, I learned today that the exact requirements of the Federal 
Transportation Department regarding helmets and special licenses for motor- 
cycle riders has only just come out. I respectfully suggest that the committee 
delay passage of A.B. 978 until these requirements can be studied and in- 
corporated into the bill, so that it won't have to be amended after it is voted 
into law," 5 

One Senator Listened 

Most of the senators on the committee looked bored by all these facts. 
Only one, Senator Lou Cusanovitch, looked interested in what I had to say. 
Foran stood up to answer my charges but the Chairman waved him back down 
with an expression that said “save your breath.” 

When I stepped down, Sonny Barger, in full H.A. costume, took the podi- 
um. Senator Collier chewed him mildly for his unkempt appearance, “You are 
certainly a fine looking witness for the opposition,” Collier said. Barger 
thanked the senator and asked one question: “Is there anything short of giv- 
ing you 35 million dollars that will stop you from passing this bill?" Barger 
demanded. 

"That's annually," Sen. Collier replied. “Why, are you about to offer the 
state 35 million dollars not to pass it?" The gallery broke up in laughter. 

“Yes,” said Barger. The gallery laughed again. 

Sen. Collier thanked Barger for being a “helpful witness” and suggested 
that he return in January when the legislature met again, to lobby on behalf 
of motorcycle riders. Barger, missing the sarcasm, said he would return. Then 
the Chairman called for a vote. “All those in favor of sending this bill to the 
Senate with a ‘Do Pass’ recommendation signify by Saying aye all those 
opposed motion carried...” 

One Vote Against 

At this point Sen. Cusanovitch spoke up and asked that his vote be re- 
corded as a “nay.” Saying this he caught my eye and gave me a high sign and 
a smile. So my appearance was not a total loss. One speech before the com- 
mittee equalled one opinion changed. Now the bill cannot be presented to the 
Senate as being totally without opposition. I scribbled a quick thanks on my 
last copy of Cycle News and passed it to Sen. Cusanovitch. Then I had to 
hurry to the airport and catch my plane back to Long Beach. 

In the hall outside the hearing chambers local tv channel 10 was inter 
viewing Barger, surrounded by his gang. He was talking about “being sold out 
for 35 million dollars” and promised to “fight back with lawyers.” When he 
finished having his say the tv people began loading up their gear. I was prob- 
ably a little bit upset by the almost-unanimous defeat that the sport had just 
suffered and more upset that the Hells Angel gang pretended to be on “our 
side,” 

“Do you only interview bums?” I asked the announcer. 

“Why, do you want to be interviewed?” he said. 

“I certainly think you should be interested in the facts of the matter." 
I replied. 

“Well forget it. If you want me to interview you, you gotta ask me nice!” 

It was clear that anything I had to say would end up on the cutting room 
floor anyway so I merely said"I suppose Hells Angels are your idea of nice," 
and caught my plane. 


WHAT READERS CAN DO TO FIGHT THE DANGER BILL 


Call up your local newspaper and find out the name and senate 
mailing address of your state senator. Send him a letter or low-cost 
“public opinion telegram” expressing your disapproval of A.B. 978. 
Ask him to vote against it, Be sure your opinion is worded politely 
and keep it brief. Several senators on the Transportation Committee 
told me they had not received even one letter in opposition to the 


bill. Telegrams can be phoned to Western Union. 

Form letters are worthless. But as a guide, you could ‘say, 
“Please vote no on A.B. 978, the Motorcycle Danger Bill. If passed 
it would be a serious hardship on people who use motorcycles for fun 
and transportation. It would injure any industry that annually accounts 
for half a billion dollars business in the state of California." 

There is no time to lose! The bill comes up for passage in the 
Senate any day now. Send those letters and telegrams immediately!

QUESTION: I have been attending 14 
and % mile events for 
Sometime, but no one has explained 
to my Satisfaction why they don’t 
use brakes or suspension. Could you 
explain why? R.H.—Long Beach. 


ANSWER: The A.M.A. demands no 

brakes, but the use of 
rigid or swinging arm suspension is 
left to the rider's discretion. 

_ If brakes were allowed, a fright- 
ened rider, Expert or Novice could 
cause serious accidents. If a rider 
in the lead and applied the brakes, 
the man following would not be able 
to react at the same time, thus an 
inevitable collision could result and 
there could be a chain reaction 
which could down a complete field 
of riders. 


The rigid rear section provides 
more control in a slide or when the 
machine is jarted by ruts or pot 
holes. If you ever noticed a rider 
bobble, coming out of a turn, you 
may realize that soft suspension 
would multiply the action many 
times over. If the swinging arm were 
moving up and down in a power 
Slide, the machine would be out of 
reasonable control. But, as I said, 
it's up to the rider rigid or soft! 


QUESTION: In adjusting the tappets 

on my Triumph Bonne- 
ville I can’t get a feeler gauge to fit 
between the valve and tappet. Also 
when I tighten the nut it changes my 
setting, and I’m all fouled up. What 
can I do to correct this? I see some 
people set the tappets just by rat- 
tling them and judging clearance by 
the feel. Is that a good way? B.K. — 
Santa Maria. 


ANSWER: If you will bend the end of 

your feeler gauge to a 45 
degree angle about one halfinch from 
the end, it should work quite well. 


wrench while the nut is tightened to 
prevent a gap change, but as an 
added aid leave the feeler gauge of 
desired thickness between the valve 
and tappet, this will tend to prevent 
the tappet from closing more than it 
should while being tightened. 

No! setting tappets by ear or feel 
is not accurate, and for competition 
or an exact specified clearance, the 
feeler gauge is tne way to go. After 
all, an error in tappet setting is an 
alteration in valve timing.

With banners waving and the band playing, the Sacramento Motor- 
cycle Fair and Safety Festival slid down the ways, its bow splashed 
with champagne and the Admiral’s wife giggling at the broken bottle, 


beribboned in her hand. 

But someone forgot to close the 
sea cocks, and the next thing every- 
one knew, there was only a small 
oil slick and some bubbles marking 
the great ship's burial ground. 

——And some fine racing. 

Hey, What Happened? 

Yes, the Sacramento Motorcycle 
Festival and Safety Fair was some- 
thing less than the most successful 
of events. The promoters took a 
pretty bad beating, the crowds 
“stayed away in droves” but some 
of the year's most exciting road rac- 
ing took place on the makeshift 1.5 
mile road circuit. 

Stuck at work on Saturday I arose 
bright and early Sunday and loaded 
wife and infant child into the old 
VW, full-throttling for Sacramento. 

When we got to the fairgrounds, I 
asked the gateman where the pits 
were. “In the exhibition building,” 
he said, 

I thought to myself: “Something 
must be amiss, for I understood the 
exhibition hall was to be jam-packed 
with exciting colorful exhibits, rival- 
ling the Cycle World Motorcycle Show 
and Earl's Court and all the good 
shows, like that." 

Devastating Coup

They even had 
the new (not even in the mail-order 
catalog yet) Riverside 350, capable, 
the sign said, of a blistering 87 
miles per hour. A devastating coup 
for the show's organizers.

For the 350-500-Open combination 
Baumann mounted the Precision Ma- 
chining Honda 450, which Jim Kib- 
blewhite and Jerry Young are de- 
veloping. 

With 18 riders, the start of the 
final was a shattering thundering 
roar as the riders hurled past the 
snow-fenced crowd and set up for 
the dogleg, Baumann in the lead 
followed by Bill Lynns' red Triumph, 
John Fritz of Redwood City on a 
500cc Triumph and Ron Grant riding 
a Triumph borrowed from Paul Bennett. 

Fritz. was having trouble on his 
Triumph as Truman Humphries on a 
Bonneville and Dick Kilgroe's Honda 
450 screamed by him on laps five 
and six. Grant, meanwhile, was blast- 
ing out of the big sweeper on lap 
three when his primary chain went 
belly-up, smashing a neat oblong 
hole in the Triumph’s timing cover 
and packing up inside locking the 
clutch and rear wheel. 

Ron did a scraping “slide for life” 
that would have done justice to 
Speedy Babbs or Evel Knievel, land- 
‘ing in a heap on the pavement and 
saying farewell to competition for 
the day. 

The finishing order was Baumann, 
Bil Lyons of San Francisco on the 
Red PM Triumph, Norton Mounted 
Makanna from Clayton, Humphries on 
a Triumph and Kilgroe’s orange 
Honda 450.

Earlier in the day, Rick Schell 
led start to finish in the 175cc and 
under event on a 125cc Honda. Steve 
McLaughlin on a 125cc twin-cam 
Honda was second and Ron Grant on 
the Yamaha 200 third. Fourth was 
Fred Muhlberg on his Honda 160, 
who took first in the 175 class. 

In sidecar action, Ron Grant and 
Dave Burchards led from start to 
finish for the win, with Jim Sadilek 
and Mark Strong second. 


Production 

A 650 Triumph ridden by Haywire 
Haynes of San Bruno leaped into 
first place followed .at a great dis- 
tance back in the pack by Byron 
Black's Kawasaki, which had gotten 
a poor start. 

But if Black's start was poor, 
his subsequent laps were making up 
for it, as he was carving madly 
through the pack finally nipping into 
second place on lap four. 

Black finally got past Haynes on 
the fifth lap, stayed slightly ahead 
for two laps and then dropped from 
sight. 

My wife, taking lap charts while 
I photographed, couldn't find him. It 
seems now, from after-race accounts 
by riders, that Black had shot so far 
into the back of the pack that no one 
spotted him when he came around 
again. But no one knew that then, so 
the scorers, me, and my lap-chart- 
taking spouse gave the race to 
Haynes, with Black taking first in 
350cc class. 

After the final flag and the rider 
payoff I was changing the kid's 
diaper (all famous, rich, high-priced 
international motorsport writers re- 
fuse to change diapers, I keep tell- 
ing my wife... when Jim Keller, 
festival director, drove up in an or- 
ange Pontiac lettered with big signs 
about the festival.

foot. Extract foot — engage clutch — and 
SPLIT.

There are three prevailing im- 
pressions of *Awful Fast Arthur" 
that spectators at road races featur- 
ing Art seem to go away with. The 
first and most obvious is that he is 
awfully fast and awfully smooth. 
The second, is that he is actually 
the “All American Boy Athlete” 
turned racer. The third, since his 
trip to Daytona this spring, is that 
of an “Born A.M.A. Gentleman Racer 
Type”. If those qualifications don’t 
mean success as the best road racer 
this country can produce, we won't 
bother to add any to the list. 

Art was an outstanding athlete in 
high school and would probably be a 
major leaguer today, if he had hap- 
pened to possess a king-sized build 


as well as a giant-sized desire to. 


win. Turning to AFM road racing, he 
was an immediate and always spec- 
tacular success. Initially, he began 
racing his own home-brewed Honda 
350 with which he managed to place 
secondinthe AFM 350 Points Cham- 
pionship in 1965 and 1966. 

After winningthe U.S.G.P.at Wil- 
low Springs in 1965 on his marvel 
machine, he so impressed the spon- 
sors, that he never had to worry 
about tuning his own bike from that 
point on. The races he didn’t win on 
Precision Machining’s classy 350 
Honda, he easily won on the Team 
Cutlass P.M. replica 350.

All had expressed 
opposition to the rules or sections of 
them. Harrison indicated that he hoped 
to report results at the August meeting.

DISTRICT 37 SPORTS 
COMMITTEE MEETING

The July Sports Committee meet- 
ing saw the creation of the Board of 
Commissioners who will be responsi- 
ble for supervisingthe newly created 
office of District Coordinator. 

The following club representatives 
were nominated: Dupuy(Scramblers), 
Sloan (Rams), Hurd (Foothill Hawks), 
Draper (Dynamites), Kemp (Dirt Dig- 
gers) Wineland (Pasadena), Greene 
(Pasadena) Lee (Powder Puff Assn.), 
Henshaw (Buzzards) and Minert 
(O.C.M.C.). The first round of votes 
saw Sloan, Dupuy, Hurd and Kemp 
chosen with Lee and Minert tying 
for the fifth spot. A run-off was held 
with Lee winning putting Minert in 
the position of first alternate. 

Controversy Time 

Earlier in the evening letters 
were read from the Gripsters and the 
Spokebenders opposing this office of 
Co-ordinator on the grounds that the 
district was spending money it didn’t 
have and that it would increase 
riding fees to such an extent that 
some riders would be priced right 
out of the sport. Bob Greene of the 
Pasadena M.C. said he had opposed 
the office at the last meeting and 
that his club was in agreement with 
the other two. More discussion fol- 
lowed and an attempt was made to 
completely abolish the office, but 
this was tabled. 

President Jean Carter read a 
speech begging the District not to 
listen to the few who were attempt- 
ing to undermine the organization 
because they were dissatisfied with 
him personally. He will resign as 
President any time the member clubs 
wish it. He also spoke on the need 
for the Co-ordinator to keep the Dis- 
trict moving forward because no one 
wants to remain in the Novice class 
forever. And as in racing, even if it 
does cost everyone more money, the 
more you put into a machine the 
faster it goes and the more benefit 
you get from it. 

Where Will the Money Come From? 

More discussion followed as to 
where all the money was going to 
come from and Le Blank (Sidehack 
Assn.) asked about the original plan 
where dealers would be asked to 
pledge money towards the cost of 
running the office. Carter said that 
this original plan had been dropped 
when it was decided to keep the of- 
fice working on only competition 
problems, thereby excluding the 
street and trail riders. Sloan (Rams) 
and the man who was appointed 
Chairman of the Commission took 
the floor to say that even though we 
had since excluded the street and 
trail riders some of the manufactur- 
ers and dealers were still willing to 
contribute a certain amount to the 
general fund. He asked for time so 
that all sources of revenue may be 
further studied. 


Insurance Problems 

Jim Manning, an insurance man, 
ran headlong into opposition when 
he presented his plan for medical 
and life insurance coverage for the 
sporting rider. The coverage would 
be $3000 medical after a $50 deduc- 
tible and a $5000 life carried by the 
Insurance Company of North America. 
Manning explained that originally 
the premium for each event had been 
quoted as $4.00 but he did a great 
deal of research into statistics and 
finally the company came up with 
the $1.50 premium. The main objec- 
tions the clubs had was that. it 
would be mandatory to pay the $1.50 
premium each time out. Carter asked 
Manning to get out to the clubs a 
detailed list of benefits so that their 
members coulddiscuss this thorough- 
ly and instruct their representatives 
how to vote. 

Award Presented 

Earlier in the evening, the Dis- 
trict was the recipient of a very 
handsome wall plaque in several 
colors from the Firefighters Local 
#1014. Presented by Gaylord Ward of 
the San Gabriel Valley M.C.. it 
thanked the District and its riders 
for the time and effort put in during 
the search for the lost fireman, 
Stanley Woods.Jean Carter accepted 
same in the name of the District and 
said that from now on it would be 
displayed at all District meetings 
and functions. He expressed his 
thanks to Local 1014 for the award. 


SAVAGE SWITCHES TO STOCK CARS 
Swede Savage this week signed a 
contract with the  Holman-Moody 
Stock car racing team and will be 
joining them immediately. Swede, 
long one of the most popular riders 
around Ascot and team captain for 
the Honda team at Daytona this 
year, has moved to Charlotte, North 
Carolina and will start his new 
careeronfour wheels onthe NASCAR 
half-mile dirt track circuit. 

Arrangements were made through 
Kim Kimball and Dan Guerney. 
Swede was flown to Daytona two 
weeks ago for an interview. He has 
never before raced in any type of 
car events and will drive a 1967 
Ford the rest of the season. 

Savage was the former Pacific 
Coast Novice dirt track champion. 
He started professional racing at an 
early age and was an Expert before 
he turned 18.
